PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital 
has denied rumours it is set to make 
a raft of redundancies to help plug 
a £2m black hole in its finances. 

The Hamstel Road hospital has been 
put under significant financial strain after 
experiencing an unanticipated level of 
demand for its emergency services and 
must now make £2m of efficiency savings 
to avoid ending the year in the red. 

Any end-of-year deficit would hamper 
the hospital’s ongoing bid to achieve NHS 
Foundation Trust status, and a number of 
mitigating actions are now being intro¬ 
duced across the board to slash costs. 

But despite a worst-case forecast of a 
£4m overspend come next April, the PAH 
NHS Trust this week flatly denied rum¬

ours it was set to make scores of redund¬ 
ancies, saying staff savings could instead 
be managed through natural wastage. 

A spokeswoman told the Star: “In a 
bid to save a further £2million we are con¬ 
tinuing to drive the delivery of large scale 
efficiency targets and all expenditure is 
being heavily scrutinised. 

“The workforce equates to a large pro¬ 
portion of the organisation’s expenditure 
and not surprisingly is subject to scrutiny. 

“We do anticipate asking some people 
to work differently as a result of the work 
we are carrying out, but we want to retain 
skills, so it is highly unlikely that there 
will be significant numbers of compulso¬ 
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ry redundancies, which are in any event 
very expensive. 

“If any jobs are no longer required, indi¬ 
viduals will be redeployed as new posts 
become vacant through natural turnover 
as people retire, leave or are promoted.” 

If cost-saving measures - including 
cuts to the number of temporary staff and 
the introduction of a telephone test result 
system to reduce the number of unneces¬ 
sary follow-up appointments - prove 
effective, the trust claims it may in fact 
record a £500,000 underspend by the end 
of the financial year.

With help from youth 
charity ITV Fixers, 
Sahar Khatiri (18), 
Rikki Farnsworth 
(17) and Katie Clark 
(17) came up with the 
idea for a series of 
speed-dating style 
careers workshops 
bringing mentors and 
young people 
together. 

In a trial run of the

But the hospital will also have to contend with 
the Government’s freeze on NHS spending, con¬ 
firmed yesterday with the publication of the 
Comprehensive Spending Review, meaning the 
trust faces a challenging future. 

“The NHS budgets are being frozen which 
means that trusts will have to absorb inflationary 
costs, drug increases and tariff changes within 
their annual allocation,” the PAH spokeswoman 
added. 

“Internal efficiencies will need to be achieved 
to ensure services are delivered safely and effec¬ 
tively within the identified financial envelope.”

Councils to keep 
cash for housing

THE Government’s decision to scrap the 
so-called ‘tenant tax’ and allow local 
authorities to keep council house rents 
and sales receipts has been welcomed by 
Harlow Council. 

The move will result in the Housing Revenue 
Account (HRA) subsidy being dumped in 
favour of greater financial freedom for councils 
and could pave the way for the future construc¬ 
tion of much-needed social housing in Harlow. 

Under the previous system, all council tenant 
rent was paid into a local housing pot, from 
which the Government made deductions to fund 
subsidies for other local authorities 

But the new proposals, announced yesterday 
as part of the Comprehensive Spending Review, 
will enable councils to keep all the money from 
rents and sales receipts to invest in the repair, 
maintenance and construction of social housing. 

The new system could be introduced as part 
of the Localism Bill next month. 

Council leader Andrew Johnson told the 
Star: “More affordable housing is desperately 
needed in Harlow and we eagerly await further 
details on what the changes to housing finance 
will mean for Harlow’s housing. 

“This could be very good news for local res¬ 
idents as we have a huge housing register in 
Harlow but not enough homes to meet demand. 

“We need new ways to finance the building 
of more homes and we need more money to 
invest in the town’s housing stock.” 

Cllr Lesley Rideout, housing spokesperson 
for Harlow Council’s Liberal Democrat group, 
told the Star that the move paved the way for 
the future construction of much-needed council 
housing in the town. 

“I welcome the Government’s change in pol¬ 
icy regarding the HRA, something that the last 
Labour government failed to do in 13 years,” 
she said.

Chancellor's 

THE Coalition Government’s 
Comprehensive Spending 
Review has been dubbed a

Mr Halfon highlighted 
spending commitments to 
schemes such as pupil 
premiums, Sure Start, cold 
winter payments and the 
creation of 75,000 
apprenticeships. 

But Harlow Council leader 
Andrew Johnson was less 
enthusiastic about the review, 
saying the authority would 
now find it difficult to reduce 
spending through efficiency 
savings alone. 

“Government funding 
reductions come on top of 
other financial pressures we 
face,” he said.

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'No derision on 
museum move' 


THE Museum of Harlow is again facing 
an uncertain future as the council braces 
itself for deep Government spending 
cuts. 

Harlow Council’s Star Chamber has held pri¬ 
vate budget meetings to discuss its response to 
the Government’s comprehensive spending 
review, announced yesterday. 

And the Star understands that the council’s 
Tory leadership has decided the axe should fall 
on the museum’s residency at the Grade II listed 
building on Muskham Road. 

“They have decided to close the museum in 
its current location and move some of the dis¬ 
play cases over to the Gibberd Gallery,” the 
source said. 

“The idea was first mooted a couple of years 
ago but was scrapped because of public opposi¬ 
tion but now it appears it’s back on the table. 

“Obviously it’s unclear what would happen 
about approximately 10 staff at the museum if 
the council does cut it or what will be done with 
the empty building afterwards.” 

In January 2009, council leader Andrew

Johnson allayed fears that the museum service 
was set to be scaled back at a meeting of Harlow 
Civic Society. 

This week he said that no decisions had been 
made on the museum’s current home and claim¬ 
ed the authority remained committed to retain¬ 
ing the service in some form. 

“We have recently warned of the financial sit¬ 
uation facing the council and that plans are 
being developed to meet the financial chal¬ 
lenges we will face,” he said. 

“We are looking at a number of budget opt¬ 
ions in preparation. No decisions on service pro¬ 
vision have been made as we don’t know yet 
how much our funding from the Government 
will reduce. 

“The council has already announced that it is 
looking at how it can deliver its priorities now 
and in future. 

“The administration is committed to keeping 
a museum service in the town.”

Drug 

dealer 

facing 

prison 

A DRUG dealer 
from Harlow who 
claims to have “turn¬ 
ed his life around” 
after being arrested 
with cocaine worth 
£500 has been 
warned by a judge 
that he could still be 
jailed. 

Judge Christopher 
Ball, sitting at 
Chelmsford Crown 
Court, agreed to a 
request for pre-sen¬ 
tence reports but 
warned Allen Swat- 
kins (42), of Brock- 
les Mead, they would 
only affect “the 
length of sentence”. 

Swatkins was re¬ 
manded on bail until 
November 15 for 
sentence after admit¬ 
ting supplying 
cocaine and two 
offences of possess¬ 
ing the drug with 
intent to supply 

Neil Fitzgibbon, 
mitigating, told the 
judge: “It was a 
relief for [Swatkins] 
to be arrested. He 
has been able to turn 
his life around.” 

Emphasising that 
Swatkins was now 
working as a driver 
and was willing to 
undergo drug testing 
if he were to avoid 
jail, Mr Fitzgibbon 
added: “He col¬ 
lapsed before this 
incident. Now he’s 
drug free and there’s 
been a clear change 
around.” 

However, Judge 
Ball told the court: 
“The supply of coc¬ 
aine and possession 
with intent to supply 
is a matter that must 
attract a custodial 
sentence.” 

Highlighting the 
“corrosive and cor¬ 
rupting” nature of 
the illicit substance, 
Judge Ball said 
courts needed to 
punish the supply of 
hard drugs. 

Swatkins admitted 
supplying cocaine, 
possessing 3.63 
grams of the drug 
with intent to supply 
and possessing 4.16 
grams with intent to 
supply, all on Dec¬ 
ember 18 last year. 

Police who arrest¬ 
ed him outside The 
Cock pub in Cock 
Green also seized 
£1,500 found in his 
possession, the court 
heard.

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Trial date set 
for rape case 

A 42-YEAR-OLD man 
accused of a string of rapes 
and sexual assaults on 
three females in Harlow, 
dating back 23 years, app¬ 
eared at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Monday. 

Nigel Robert Pearson, of 
no fixed abode, was rem¬ 
anded in custody until his 
trial, which is scheduled to 
begin on January 24. 

He is accused of four 
rapes and six indecent 
assaults. 

All the alleged offences 
are said to have taken place 
in Harlow. 

He is alleged to have 
raped a female twice bet¬ 
ween August 5, 1987 and 
August 4, 1988 and anoth¬ 
er twice between January 
23, 1992 and January 22, 
1993. 

Pearson is also accused 
of six indecent assaults 
between January 22, 1992 
and April 4, 1999. 

He has pleaded not 
guilty to all 10 counts. 


Parents 'in dark' 
after head goes 


ANGRY parents are dem¬ 
anding answers after the 
headteacher of a Harlow pri¬ 
mary school was removed 
under a shroud of secrecy. 

The Star understands that the 
headteacher at St James’ Primary 
School, Emma Wilkinson, was sus¬ 
pended by the board of governors 
as of Friday, October 8. 

But parents at the Church of 
England Voluntary Aided school, in 
Paringdon Road, have been given 
no explanation for the move and 
have only been told that a new 
headteacher has been appointed. 

The education authority, Essex 
County Council, said this week that 
the matter was confidential and it 
would not comment, leaving par¬ 
ents and pupils in the dark. 

A spokeswoman for Essex 
Police confirmed that they were not 
conducting any kind of criminal 
investigation relating to the head¬ 
teacher. 

The Star has been bombarded 
with calls from concerned parents 
asking why they have not been told 
more about the situation. 

One dad, who did not want to be 
named said: “We’ve only been told 
that as of Friday we have a new 
headteacher and nothing more than 
that. 

“We don’t know why Ms Wilk¬ 
inson has been suspended or what 
she is supposed to have done but 
we can only assume it’s serious. 

“As parents of children at the 
school we’re entitled to know what 
she’s been accused of. 

“It’s a disgrace.”

The mother of another pupil 
said: “My son has been coming 
home from school with all sorts of 
stories. 

“The problem is we’ve been left 
totally in the dark. It’s not fair on 
the children or parents - we have no 
idea what’s gone on or even if she’s 
coming back.” 

Another dad, who also wanted to 
remain anonymous, said: “The 
whole affair is a mystery to us. 

“The staff just seem to be getting 
on with it but they must be finding 
it difficult with all the upheaval. 

“I only hope that the children are 
not too distracted by events and can 
concentrate on their studies.” 

An Ofsted inspection in May 
found that a high turnover and sick¬ 
ness rates among staff had ham¬ 
pered the school’s efforts to raise 
standards. 

However, inspectors reported 
that recent staff appointments had 
strengthened teaching in some age 
groups. Overall the school was 
rated as satisfactory. 

A spokeswoman for the county 
council said: “This is a confidential 
matter which is being handled by 
the school governing body. 

“The county council is unable to 
comment on the absence of the 
headteacher. The diocese and local 
authority are supporting the school 
as required.” 

A spokesman for the Diocese of 
Chelmsford refused to comment.

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Residents' plea to 
clear 'sea of cars'

FURIOUS residents fed up 
with the “outrageous” num¬ 
ber of cars and commercial 
vehicles parked on their 
street are calling on Harlow 
Council to introduce resi¬ 
dential parking restrictions 
in their neighbourhood. 

Tendring Road can become so 
congested with parked cars, vans 
and trucks that buses have trouble 
using the street and residents often 
struggle to park anywhere near 
their homes. 

Some inconsiderate motorists 
even leave their vehicles on green 
spaces and pavements, meaning 
wheelchair users and people push¬ 
ing prams often have no alterna¬ 
tive but to move into the road. 

And according to resident June 
Coyne, the problem has now 
become so unbearable there is a 
minor accident or altercation 
between drivers on almost a daily 
basis. 

The 76-year-old told the Star: 
“Not a day goes by without some 
kind of argument over parking 
spaces or a car being clipped by 
another vehicle - it’s crazy. 

“But enough is enough - we’ve 
had to put up with inconsiderate 
people clogging up the road for 
far too long and it’s time the coun¬ 
cil introduced a permit scheme or 
introduced new parking restric¬ 
tions. 

“There are some houses that 
have two or three big vans parked 
outside as well as one or two pri¬ 
vate cars - how many vehicles can

one household possibly need? 

“Buses struggle to get down the 
road at times, which is a real prob¬ 
lem for pensioners like myself 
who rely on them to get around.” 

Another resident, who did not 
want to be named for fear of 
reprisals, added: “The situation is 
beyond a joke. 

“If you can’t even use the pave¬ 
ment for all the cars parked there, 
how are you supposed to get to 
and from your own home? 

“If you look down the street it’s 
just a sea of cars, vans and trucks 
- it’s only a matter of time before 
there’s a serious accident. 

“But when you try and reason 


with someone who’s parked in¬ 
considerately all you get is a 
mouthful of abuse.” 

Cllr Tony Hall, chairman of 
Harlow Council'’s environment 
policy working group, told the 
Star: “We are aware that there are 
pinch points due to parking on 
both sides of the road. 

“The problem is likely to have 
arisen due to a combination of 
factors such as increased car own¬ 
ership over the past 10 years, the 
lack of road width - an inherent 
design in Harlow and other new 
towns - and the number of proper¬ 
ties that face directly onto the road 
with no alternative parking 


spaces. The only real alternative is 
for households to park on the front 
of their properties but in some 
cases that is not possible. 

“Other schemes to alleviate the 
problem, such as creating addi¬ 
tional parking, would require 
financial investment, the support 
of the majority of residents and 
planning matters would need to be 
considered. 

“We have asked our parking 
enforcement officers to patrol the 
area regularly. In the absence of 
parking control orders our powers 
are limited. We are happy to dis¬ 
cuss the issues with residents and 
the county council.”

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Feathers fly in couple's 
fight for singing Coco 


A CUSTODY row with Harlow 
Council over a parrot has left the 
bird’s former owner spitting 
feathers. 

Coco - a talkative African grey - 
has become a visitors’ favourite at 
the council-run Pets’ Comer. But 
Angelo Ferlazzo says the creature is 
his and he should be returned to him. 

Angelo claims he bought Coco as 
a wild bird from a pet shop in The 
Stow in 1984 and spent months tam¬ 
ing him. 

He taught the bird to speak Italian 
and whistle O Sole Mio, the tune 
from the famous Wall’s Cornetto ice 
cream advert. 

Angelo (50) said: “I taught him to 
say everything -1 used to spend a lot 
of time with him.” 

But just a few years later, Angelo 
was separated from his feathered 
friend when his marriage broke down 
and he briefly moved back to his 
native Italy 

Angelo decided not to take the bird 
with him because of quarantine laws

But four years ago he was shocked 
to discover the same parrot in a cage 
during a visit to Pets’ Comer, in the 
Town Park, with new partner Karen 
Wright, of Jocelyns.

He’s 
got to be better off in a warm, loving 
family home. 

“Are they really thinking of the 
bird or are they thinking of them¬ 
selves?” 

Angelo, from Hoddesdon, added: 
“We just want to be reunited togeth¬ 
er. That bird should be with a family.”

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Five passengers hurt 
in minibus collision 


FIVE people, including two with 
possible spinal injuries, were 
taken to hospital on Tuesday 
morning after a minibus crashed 
into a coach near Harlow.

Pic chart correction 

SIR, I write in response to Jenny Titmuss’ let¬ 
ter, ‘Three errors in pie chart’ (Star, October 

7). 

The label ‘Revenues and Benefits’ in the pie 
chart relates to a major frontline council serv¬ 
ice responsible for collection of council tax 
and business rates (the council’s revenues), the 
payment of housing and council tax benefit 
and the prevention of fraud. 

The term ‘Revenues and Benefits’ is the com¬ 
mon term used by councils in England and 
Wales responsible for providing this function. 
Therefore, ‘revenues’ relates to the cost of col¬ 
lecting the council’s revenue or income. To put 
this in the context, out of the figure of £42.6m, 
£40.3m relates to the cost of the benefits paid 
out. 

The pie chart gives residents an idea of how 
much we spend on the main services we pro¬ 
vide, like benefits, recycling, street cleaning, 


SIR, Taylor Wimpey’s crazy aim of 
building another 1,200 homes to house

Doubtless, given the green light by the 
East of England Development Agency’s 
planned 16,000 more homes (40,000 
more people) in Harlow over 11 years to 
2021, this is no more than a developer’s 
profits feeding frenzy on our town - at 
the cost of ever more traffic chaos, loss 
of green space and our quality of life. 

Yet the good news is that the 
Government has revoked our local plan, 
these mammoth proposals do not have to 
go ahead, we can fight them. 

This planned, unsustainable estate would 
disgorge over 2,000 more vehicles into 
the daily bumper-to-bumper traffic jam 
that too often gridlocks accident-prone 
Gilden Way, log jams dangerous 
Churchgate Street, packed with school 
children, then ram raids its way through 
the Mark Hall school and A414 
bottleneck, also jamming Old Harlow, 
Mark Hall North and First Avenue to the 
town centre with traffic. 

It means another 600 children needing 
schools that we don’t have and another 
3,000 people clamouring for services, 
healthcare, infrastructure, roads and 
jobs that Harlow doesn’t have to spare. 

parks, leisure and community facilities. ‘Other’ 
expenditure of £10. lm covers a number of 
smaller items of spending which could not be 
easily grouped together in the pie chart and 
relate to different areas of the council. 

This expenditure includes the cost of topping 
up the pension fund (£2.7m), housing options 
and advice but not the cost of running the 
council’s housing stock (£l.lm), managing and 
maintaining the council’s non-housing proper¬ 
ties (£0.8m), regeneration (£0.7m), corporate 
management (£0.7m), Contact Harlow 
(£0.6m), grant aid (£0.5m), councillors 
(£0.4m), advice services (£0.2m) and town 
centre and market (£0. lm). 

Ms Titmuss spotted an error with the key for 
the pie chart and I would like to thank her for 
bringing this to our attention. The colours on 
the key for ‘Other’ and ‘Pools, Leisure & 
Community’ are round the wrong way and this 
was completely unintentional. I am sorry for 
the confusion this has caused and can confirm 
that spend for ‘Other’ is £10.lm and ‘Pools, 
Leisure & Community’ is £6.7m. 

Harlow was one of the first councils in Essex 
to publish its spending online and currently we 
are one of only 73 councils in the country to be 
doing this.

Echoing parking perils

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Halfon loses fight for 
cut to Europe budget 


Silver lining to 
snow warning 

HARLOW residents should brace 
themselves for a cold winter this year, 
with frequent snow showers expected to 
cause chaos on roads and railways. 

The Essex Weather Centre has 
warned of widespread disruption to 
transport and communication services, 
due to start next month, as the county

HARLOW MP Robert Halfon has urged 
his own Government to cut the amount of 
cash the UK dishes out to the EU. 

Mr Halfon was one of more than 30 Con¬ 
servative MPs who backed a motion by Euro¬ 
sceptics calling for a substantial reduction to the 
£4.7 billion the country currently contributes to 
the European Commission’s budget. 

But following a three-hour Commons debate 
the amendment was defeated by 252 votes to 42, 
with MPs instead supporting a payment freeze. 

It was the first time Mr Halfon has voted 
against the Government in his short Parl¬ 
iamentary career and the MP admitted he took 
the decision “reluctantly”. 

“I felt that more needed to be done to register 
discontent,” he said. “It is not good enough to 
just freeze the EU budget. At a time when the 
economy is in crisis our budgetary contribution 
to the EU should not be rising. 

“Although the Government said they were 
fighting for a budgetary freeze in future years, 
my own belief is that the budget should be cut 
substantially. 

“If all Government departments are having to 
make cuts rather than just freeze existing budg¬ 
ets, why should the EU not have its budget cut 
substantially too?” 

Brussels is pushing for a 5.9 per cent increase 
to the Commission’s 2011 budget - taking the 
total to £114 billion - and MEPs are expected to 
back the plans in a vote next week. 

But the Government recently joined other EU 
member states in condemning the proposals, 
with Chancellor George Osborne branding the 
demands “unacceptable” at a time when taxpay¬ 
ers are bearing the brunt of public service cuts.

suffers a cold end to 2010. 

Tom Defty, chief forecaster at the 
centre, said: “Harlow has already seen 
the early signs of winter this week with 
overnight frosts and low temperatures - 
all thanks to a short-lived Arctic blast. 

“By late November, high pressure 
situated to the north of the British Isles 
will most likely bring the first wide¬ 
spread snowfall to the area.” 

The news will heap more misery on 
commuters facing the prospect of more 
cancelled services along with a hike in 
the price of tickets. 

Last year’s pre-Christmas snowfalls 
caused chaos on the roads and railways 
during the coldest and snowiest winter 
endured by Harlow residents since 
1978/79. 

Last winter, snow fell on average on 
35 days in Essex while temperatures 
plummeted to lows of -6 deg C. 

But there is light at the end of the 
tunnel with milder weather expected by 
January as warmer fronts from the 
Atlantic push the cold conditions east. 

Mr Defty said: “The change to 
milder conditions will happen at some 
point in late December into January. 

“Overall, the 2010/11 winter will 
likely end up as slightly above the long¬ 
term average.”

new town pool

W ITH work 
due to start 
soon on the 
demolition of the old 
swimming pool site in 
First Avenue, the 
building’s foundation 
stone has now been 
handed back to 
Harlow Council. 

To find out more about 
when the stone was first 
laid, Nostalgia delved into 
the archives of the 
Museum of Harlow to turn 
back the clock to 1960. 

In March of that year the 
local press reported that 
Councillor E.W. Buckle, 
chairman of Harlow Urban 
District Council, conducted 
the ceremonies at the site. 
Cllr Buckle said the new 
pool would be a great boon 
to the town and residents 
would not grudge what 
they had to pay for it. 
Councillor W. Fisher 
recalled the “long and 
arduous battle” over seven 
years to get permission to 
build the pool, during 
which time the cost had 
risen from £70,000 to 


£155,000. 

The brakes had been put 
on th project in 1957 when 
the Government restricted 
such projects. 

“This is rather a pity for 
the ratepayers but things do 
work out that way,” he told 
the assembled dignitaries. 


“You can't blame the 
council for this one.” 

After the speeches the 
foundation stone bearing 
the inscription “This stone 
was laid by Cllr E.W. 
Buckle, chairman of 
Harlow Urban District 
Council, 5th March, 1960” 


was lowered into place. 

It was reported that Cllr 
Buckle gave it eight sharp 
taps with a maul, placed a 
spirit level on the top and 
proclaimed: “It’s exactly 
right.” 

The chairman had said that 
the pool would be open by 
April 1961 but the pool 
wasn’t officially opened 
until August of that year. 
The opening ceremony was 
performed by Christopher 
Mayhew MP, who 
described the pool as 
“beautiful, with wonderful 
proportions and a lovely 
choice of colour”. 

A fanfare by four State 
trumpeters of the Life 
Guards opened a gala 
featuring the region’s top 
swimming and diving 
talent. The evening was 
watched by dignitaries 
from around the country 
and even a visiting group 
from Harlow’s twin town 
of Stavanger in Norway.

Woman's fury after 
dog savages pet cat

A HARLOW grand- 
mother has been left 
heartbroken after a dog 
killed her nine-month- 
old kitten.

“They were absolutely hys¬ 
terical,” she said. “The boy 
tried to get the dog off the cat 
and eventually the dog ran off.” 

The pair then took the dead 
cat to her neighbour’s house 
before the dog appeared again. 
The neighbour managed to put 
it on a lead before calling a dog 
pound. 

Mrs Clayden learned about 
the attack when she returned 
home from work. 

“Toulouse was such a beau¬ 
tiful, good-natured kitten,” she 
said. “I’ve been told that the 
dog was known to the dog 
pound - meaning it must have 
been let loose before. 

“I just can’t let this go - what 
if it had been a child?” 

Despite police initially tell¬ 
ing Mrs Clayden that they 
could not prosecute the dog’s 
owner, following enquiries

THE theme for Alcohol 
Awareness Week 2010 
focuses on drink and 
children, and raises the 
question ‘Is it damaging 
childhood?’ 

Consumption in under 
18s has nearly doubled 
since the 1950s and the 
number of alcohol relat¬ 
ed deaths has increased 
significantly since the 
early 1990s. In 2009, 
more than 945,000 peo¬ 
ple were admitted to hos¬ 
pital for alcohol related 
harms, and this figure 
does not include people 
attending A&E. 

Today’s generation of 
children are increasingly 


replicating worrying pat¬ 
terns of drinking among 
older peers and adults, 
leading to health and 
social consequences for 
them and their families. 

The campaign raises 
key questions about alco¬ 
hol consumption within 


the younger population 
but also creates an 
opportunity for adults to 
question their drinking 
habits too. 

NHS Choices, a gov¬

back with good hygiene 


A DVANCES in vaccination 
and antibiotic treatment 
have made people complacent 
about good hygiene, say public 
health experts. 

Despite predictions by experts, 
antibiotics have not brought an 
end to infectious diseases. The 
emergence of infections such as 
MRSA and Clostridium difficile 
is blamed on the use and misuse 
of antibiotics, both inside and 
outside hospitals. 

Microbiologists at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital say that good 
hygiene is the way to tackle 
antibiotic resistance. 

Good hygiene means fewer 
infections, fewer patients needing 
antibiotics and fewer resistant 
strains of diseases developing. 


There are simple things you can 
do to make a difference. It can 
start with simply preventing the 
spread of infections in the house¬ 
hold through good hygiene which 
can prevent them moving into 
the wider community and hospi¬ 
tals. 

Secondly, when coming into 
hospital follow the infection con¬ 
trol rules. This includes using 
the available hand gels, asking 
visitors not to sit on the beds and 
not visiting if they are unwell, 
and reminding everyone of their 
role in combating infections. 

Princess Alexandra Hospital 
NHS Trust has an outstanding 
infection control record, and is 
placed among the best hospitals 
in the country in this area. 


O steoporosis is a condition 
that affects the bones, caus¬ 
ing them to become weak 
and fragile and more likely to break 
or fracture. 

These fractures most commonly occur in 
the spine, wrist and hips but can affect 
other bones such as the arm or pelvis. 

The recent World Osteoporosis Day was 
aimed at raising awareness of a condition 
that affects around three million people in 
the UK, and results in 230,000 fractures 
annually. 

Although commonly associated with 
post-menopausal women, osteoporosis can 
also affect men, younger women and chil¬ 
dren. Healthy bones are very dense, and the 
spaces inside the bones are small. In bone 
affected by osteoporosis, the spaces are 
larger, and this makes the bones weaker, 
less elastic and more likely to break. 

Bones stop growing in length between 
the ages of 16 and 18, but continue to 
increase in density until you are in your late 
20s. From about the age of 35, you gradu¬ 
ally lose bone density. This is a normal part 
of ageing, but for some people it can lead 
to osteoporosis and an increased risk of 
fractures. 

There are many steps that can be taken to 
build healthy bones, which are all linked to 
leading a healthy lifestyle. They include 
any kind of physical activity such as jog¬ 
ging, aerobics and tennis, eating a balanced 
diet that contains plenty of vitamins and 
minerals, stopping smoking and watching 
alcohol intake. 

Many older people are prone to falls, and 
so falls prevention in the home is important 
to reduce the risk of broken bones. Simple 
measures can be introduced such as taking 
time walking up stairs, installing a grab rail 
or removing loose mgs or wires.

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Mum is cleared of 
canteen cash theft 

A HARLOW secondary 
school catering manager 
wept in court as she was 
cleared of stealing money 
from the canteen’s tills. 

A jury at Chelmsford Crown 
Court took just under five hours to 
find former Passmores School 
employee Carol Austin (51) not 
guilty last Thursday. 

The court had been told that Mrs 
Austin, of Queensway, Shelley 
Ongar, was regularly seen taking 
money from the till and giving it to 
her teenage son who sometimes 
visited her at the school. 

However, she pleaded not guilty 
to the theft of £1,410.63 between 
21 September and 23 October 
2008. 

Prosecutor Deborah Champion 
had told the court: “Work col¬ 
leagues at the school say that her 
son, who is in his late teens, was a 
regular visitor to her at the school 
and she was seen on a regular basis 
to take money from the till and 
hand it to him. 

“She would explain that as say¬ 
ing she didn’t have change and 
would put it right later.” 

However, the court was told by

Giving evidence, Mrs Austin - 
who managed the canteen for four 
years - broke down in tears and 
told the jury: “I think they all hated 
me.” 

She claimed she was stressed 
after working long days with no 
assistant to cater for an increasing 
number of functions. 

“It made me more abrasive,” she 
added. 

She claimed that in September 
2008 only three of the four tills 
were used to her knowledge. She 
would tip the money into a mar¬ 
garine tub before counting it into 
bags in the kitchen. She would then 
fill in the banking slips in her office 
later. 

Mrs Austin also told the court 
pupils and staff would often put in 
IOUs. She would tmst a student to 
repay it the next day and would ring 
it in and take it out of the float, 
sometimes paying it herself. 

She added that before September 
she reported that someone was tak¬ 
ing money out of a till, but denied 
ever pocketing any money herself.

STROKE survivors and their carers 
are set to benefit from a £180,000 
grant from the Big Lottery Fund. 

Harlow Stroke Support Group has received 
the cash which will allow it to expand its 
current work in the town and the surrounding 
area.

Some cannot walk and are 
now in a wheelchair while some have lost 
their ability to speak even a few words.

can’t remember what you’ve done only 
yesterday.

HSSG runs a weekly group at the Great

Jean added: “They can learn these useful tips 
in a friendly atmosphere where everyone is in 
the same boat, so people feel less self 
conscious.

Legend of the Guardians: The 
Owls of Ga'Hoole 
certificate PG 96mins 


STYLE soars high above substance in 
Legend of the Guardians: The Owls 
of Ga'Hoole, a visually stunning 
computer-animated yarn torn from 
the pages of Kathryn Lasky’s novels. 
Screening in most cinemas in 
gorgeous 3D, Zack Snyder’s film 
frequently takes our breath away with 
its meticulous attention to detail, 
thrilling action and judicious use of 
slow motion in the aerial skirmishes 
between rival factions of birds. 

Unlike so many films released in the 
format, key sequences have clearly 
been designed with the technology in 
mind, especially when the camera 
follows behind brave owls as they 
dive-bomb terra firma, narrowly 
avoiding rocks and vegetation. 
However, once the initial wow wears 
off, it becomes crushingly apparent 
that all of the time and effort has been 


lavished on the visuals and 
screenwriters John Orloff and Emil 
Stern haven’t lavished the same care 
and attention on what comes out of 
the characters’ beaks. 

The flimsy, linear storyline can barely 
stretch to 30 minutes, let alone an 
additional hour, and there is little in 
the way of character development or 
emotional depth. 

Impressionable young barn owl Soren 
(voiced by Jim Sturgess) and his chick 
sister Eglantine (Adrienne DeFaria) 
hang on the every word of their father, 
Noctus (Hugo Weaving), when he 
tells them about the legendary 
guardians who have protected their 
feathered kind for generations. 

Soren’s brother Kludd (Ryan 
Kwanten) dismisses such talk because 
no-one has ever seen the guardians. 
During an attempt to learn to fly, 

Soren and Kludd are captured by 
sentry owls under the control of the 
villainous Metalbeak (Joel Edgerton) 
and his mate, Nyra (Helen Mirren). 
They are putting together an army to 
overthrow the guardians, led by the 
majestic Boron (Richard Roxburgh) 


and battle-scarred Ezylryb (Geoffrey 
Rush). 

Soren escapes with a little elf owl 
called Gylfie (Emily Barclay) and they 
make haste to find the guardians with 
the help of owl outcasts Digger (David 
Wenham) and Twilight (Anthony 
LaPaglia). 

Meanwhile, Kludd stays behind, 
brainwashed by Nyra into realising his 
true potential as an airborne assassin. 
Legend of the Guardians: The Owls 
of Ga’Hoole will certainly lack some of 
the pizzazz in 2D but for all those jaw- 
dropping aesthetics, it would be nice 
to feel something for Soren and his 
friends as they stare death in the eye. 
The owls look similar so when they 
don armour and fly into battle, it’s 
difficult to distinguish heroes from 
villains, and vocal performances are 
pitched at the same low growl so one 
Australian actor sounds much like the 
next. 

Only Rush really adds quirkiness to his 
part as the mentor. Regrettably, he’s 
not the only thing about Snyder’s film 
that runs out of puff.

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Aston celebrates racing glory

A STON Martin doesn’t do 
half measures. When the 
company says that its 
products are thoroughbred 
sports cars it really means it. 

To prove the point it has taken to 
occasionally racing the stuff it 
makes. Recent years have seen 
Aston Martin compete in the 
popular Nurburgring 24-hour 
endurance race with road 
registered Vantages. 

And after securing a string of 
class victories, you can’t blame 
Aston Martin from wanting to 
make a fuss. 

As a way of celebrating, it has 
produced a special edition V8 
Vantage - the N420. This isn’t the 
company's first effort - there was 
also 2007’s N400 - but it’s clear 
the N420 is not a cynical attempt 
to cash in on racing glory 
The detailed changes made to the 
V8 Vantage donor car are enough 
to make this special edition, well, 
special. 

In true race car tradition the 
N420 is louder than a regular 
Vantage. No mean feat in itself, 
the 4.7-litre V8 powering the 
Vantage family is already a vocal 
participant. The N420’s sports 
exhaust not only allows the V8 to 
breath more freely but also 
generates a harder edged tone 
that befits a car with a proven 



racing pedigree. 

That the sonic enhancement can 
be heard lower down the rev 
range is a welcome bonus. 
Remember, for all its leather and 
plush trimmings, the N420 is 
more than capable of hitting the 
track and turning in respectable 
lap times. All that’s missing is a 
roll cage and other safety 
paraphernalia. 

With the N420’s V8 motor 
unchanged from the donor 
Vantage, 420 horsepower remains 
good enough in the real world to 
see the wrong side of the 
national speed limit in no time at 
all. The sprint to 62mph takes a 
brisk 4.8 seconds and it all stops 
at 180mph - on a track, of course. 
But the numbers only tell half 
the story The subtle changes to 


the Vantage have resulted in a 
useful change in the car’s 
character. Much of the credit for 
this must go to the 27kg weight 
reduction programme and the 
inclusion of Aston’s Sports Pack. 
The former sees carbon fibre 
used for the car’s lightweight 
seats and the likes of the front 
aerodynamic splitter and rear 
diffuser. The Sports Pack is a 
carefully chosen bundle of 
revisions to the springs, dampers 
and anti roll bars, and it’s these 
changes that see an immediate 
improvement to the car’s agility 
Yes, the ride is now a little firmer 
but the steering is more accurate 
and responsive. Thankfully 
there’s still enough suspension 
compliance on battered B-roads 
to make a countryside drive fun, 
although it's on larger arterial 


roads where the N420 shines. 
Simply put, the N420 is an 
engaging and intoxicating 
experience. You sit low down in 
those figure-hugging carbon 
seats and the N420’s compact size 
ensures a level of agility that’s 
hard to find in the some rivals 
that claim to be performance 
cars but are really bloated Grand 
Tourers. 

Opt for Aston’s Sportshift 
gearbox over the standard fit six- 
speed manual transmission and 
you're another step closer to that 
full-on race car experience. This 
‘semi-auto’ unit is essentially a 
manual box with the clutch 
action automated for your 
convenience and to reduce 
gearchange times. 

The fully auto mode does a good 


job but taking personal charge of 
shifting via the column mounted 
paddles is the way to go. You’ll 
need to feather the throttle to 
smooth the gearshifts, but 
getting it right is a rewarding 
experience. It works best with a 
fair few revs dialled in and it’s 
when you’re really motoring that 
you fully appreciate the 
gearbox’s advantages. 

Far from being a bone-jarring 
experience, the N420 is an 
impressively rounded performer, 
certainly in the context of a fast 
and focused road car. The 
steering’s wonderfully direct feel 
and the car’s rasping and 
occasionally shrieking exhaust 
note are just two of the many 
highlights. 

Predictably, there’s a modest cost 
premium associated with the 
N420 over a regular Vantage 
before you add the Sportshift 
gearbox. Only you and your bank 
manager will be able to make 
that judgment call. 

That said, all that extra carbon 
fibre doesn’t come cheap and the 
associated performance 
enhancements are genuine 
improvements. 

Viewed as a whole, the N420 is a 
worthwhile addition to the V8 
Vantage line-up and for someone 
with even a passing interest in 
the GT racing scene, well worth 
the extra outlay.

HARLOW Squash 
Club players claim 
they have had to join 
neighbouring 
Broxbourne SC in 
order to continue 
playing in the 
Hertfordshire League. 

The club says it is 
unable to play Herts 
League matches at the 
town’s new sports centre, 
harlow leisurezone. 

The club had played 
matches at the old sports 
centre in Hammarskjold 
Road since the 1970s. 

John Tennant, a member 
of the squash club for more 
than 25 years, says players 
have quit harlow leisurezone, 
in Second Avenue, because it 
could not cater for its needs. 

The club’s teams that 
operate in the Hertfordshire 
League started to use harlow 
leisurezone for Herts 
Summer League matches 
from June until September. 

However, the complex is 


not open long enough for the 
club to host matches proper¬ 
ly, Tennant claims. 

Matches can often go on 
until 9.30pm or even later 
and it is a League rule that 
hot food and alcohol must be 
provided after games by the 
home team. 

Tennant said: “The prob¬ 
lem is the new leisurezone 
closes at 10pm and there is 
not a proper bar, only a cafe 
that sells some expensive 
bottled beer and closes at 
9pm. 

“The leisurezone manage¬ 
ment said on matchdays we 
could stay until 10.30pm and 
the cafe would remain open 
until 10pm but this is still not 
adequate. 

“The old Sportcentre 
closed at 11pm and although 
it did not have a bar during 
the latter years we were able 
to bring in our own food and 
drink which we are not 
allowed to do now.” 

Tennant added: “I started 
playing team squash in the 
early 1980s. We are all gut¬ 


ted about it. It’s a crying 
shame that we have stopped 
playing [League squash] in 
Harlow.” 

Tennant said up to 10 
players have joined 
Broxbourne. The Mill Lane 
club is several miles away 
but there are no other squash 
courts in Harlow. 

A harlow leisurezone 
spokesman said: “We are 
surprised that Harlow 
Squash Club are in a position 
to make any comments as 
they have not discussed any 
of their issues with harlow 
leisurezone management. 

“We would be very happy 
to meet with them to discuss 
any issues the club may have. 

“Harlow leisurezone has 
since sent two reminders ask¬ 
ing them to provide a con¬ 
venient date and time for the 
meeting. To date we are still 
waiting to hear from them. 

“Squash club evenings 
still run at leisurezone every 
Monday and Friday, which 
are well attended and all are 
welcome.”
